Is it all a bit of tinsel and colored paper engendered by 
clever commercial propaganda in which the benign face of Old Santa 
suggests to the aging as well as to the young, a feast of goodies and a 
stocking full of gifts? Is it but a flight from the bitter realities of a world 
in conflict? This year at least Christmas can come into its own. For Yule- 
tide is the feast of the Christ-child, the story of a babe born among the 
lowly, whose life was destined to change the face of the earth and to 
bring to the home a new grandeur and an added glory. About the Holy 
Family shines a heavenly radiance, for there at least, is love and joy and 
peace. 

Christ is God’s gift to mankind—God’s portrait of Himself—that 
man might know that God loves, God understands, God cares. Surely 
this is the central truth of the Incarnation—a faith that becomes not so 
much Wuat we believe, as WHOM we believe. Nor is belief simple cred- 
ulity, winsome as that may appear——. Rather it is a courageous appro- 
priation with full acceptance of the implications of loyalty. 

Christ in the home? Then love and mutual trust and unselfishness 
tabernacle there. No cowardly retreat is sought from shared respon- 
sibilities, no trifling with its holy intimacies, no cynical repudiation of 
a solemn tryst conscientiously engaged upon. The evil spirits of our 
troubled age find no lodgement in homes where dwells the spirit of the 
loving Jesus. 

Christ in the city? Then neighborliness and brotherhood soften life’s 
asperities. Integrity and haughty self-respect animate holders of public 
trust. Greed and envy and the lust for spoils with their evil breed no 
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bring to the home a new grandeur and an added glory. About the Holy 
Family shines a heavenly radiance, for there at least, is love and joy and 
peace. 

Christ is God’s gift to mankind—God’s portrait of Himself—that 
man might know that God loves, God understands, God cares. Surely 
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longer stalk unabashed and unashamed in its broad avenues; nor does 
crime haunt its darkened and sequestered lanes. Citizens for longer 
than the too brief Christmastide know the joy of giving and accept a 
responsibility for the underprivileged and the needy. Class conflict is 
resolved. Cheerfulness and optimism become the dominant mood and 
the open spaces can sing with the laughter of happy children and the 
alluring gaiety of clean-minded, eager-hearted youth. 

Christ in the world? Then “nation shall not lift up sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war any more.” For a moral equivalent 
for this age-long scourge has been found—a new and more thrilling war- 
fare; victory over hate and fear and suspicion and envy ; international 
cooperation to make this world safer and better to live in; a new and 
redeemed social and industrial order where the profit motive is not domi- 
nant, and all take a legitimate pride in achieving a standard of living 
that brings security and helps toward the development of national char- 
acter and international good-will. 

Dreams! Some day they’ll almost come true. Some day there must 
steal over the consciousness of a chastened world the conviction of the 
poetic truth of the story of Christmas. Angels again will sing in a lumin- 
ous diamond-studded sky, and the earth will take up the joyous refrain, 


“Glory to God in the highest 
And on earth peace, 
To men of good will.”

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The Music for Christmastide

The secularization of Christmas 
has been going on at a rapid rate 
for a decade. It is not alone Christ- 
mas cards that have suffered by 
picturing horses, Scotties, yachts, 
bars—anything but the subjects of 
Christmas. Oftentimes when peo- 
ple say, “Oh, I just love the Christ- 
mas music!” you find on inquiry 
that they have been listening to 
Christmas hymns and carols over 
the radio beginning a month before 
Christmas, or have heard the carols 
sung from the balcony of depart- 
ment stores. Or, perhaps they have 
bought the record of one of the 
greatest of Christmas hymns sung 
in shocking bad taste by a famous 
crooner. 

This is an emptying of the mean- 
ing of significant things which 
should worry us. Part of the allure 
of the Christmas carols and hymns 
we need to be honest enough to 
attribute to precious associations— 
lights and candles, the smells of 
Christmas cooking, family re- 
unions, parties, presents, decorated 
trees, candles in the windows, the 
shining eyes of children. But it is 
also the mystery of the Midnight 
Service, the Creche at which we 
looked with wondering eyes, a ce- 


lestial nostalgia that is of the quin- 
tessence of Christmas. 

This is part of the story of the 
appeal of Christmas music only. 
Is it the music? If it is only an 
appreciation of the lovely music 
then the process of secularization 
will continue to go on apace. With 
us it is a problem of a text whose 
meaning is profound for our world 
and for our own personal selves, 
to which the music gives an emo- 
tional deepened color. We have to 
deal with text and music as an act 
of worship. And our problem be- 
comes that of filling out these xs- 
thetic, emotional, appreciative and 
impressionistic reactions into an 
abiding faith, and a more compre- 
hensive understanding that can 
eventuate in a controlled, purpose- 
ful Christian action. Sentimental- 
ity is not fruitful, but vicarious like 
our “escape” in the seeing of 
movies. 

So, we may ask—What do these 
hymns and carols say to us? They 
say many, many things—but there 
are five significant things to which 
we may call attention in this short 
space. 

The first has to do with this eter- 
nal question—Who is this Babe 
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whose birth we celebrate? How 
many babies have been born in 
squalor and poverty since the date 
of the birth of this baby in Bethle- 
hem’s stable? Why don’t we cele- 
brate their births? The Christmas 
gospel, the first part of the Gospel 
of John, is the answer, “In the 
beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.” We celebrate the com- 
ing into the world of the high King 
of Heaven, through whom the 
Creation of God took its form and 
embodiment, Him to whom every 
knee in heaven and earth shall bow, 
the One adored and worshipped 
with angels and archangels and the 
whole company of heaven. We cele- 
brate One who, in the words of 
the Creed, was “Begotten, not cre- 
- ated.” Hymn 74 parallels this— 
“Of the Father’s love begotten, Ere 
the worlds began to be, He is Alpha 
and Omega, He the source, the end- 
ing He; Of the things that are, 
that have been, and that future 
years shall see, evermore and ever- 
more.” Or in Adeste Fideles, 


Hymn 72, the paraphrase of the 


Creed, “God of God, Light of 
Light, Lo! He abhors not the Vir- 
gin’s womb; Very God, Begoiten, 
not created, O come let us adore 
Him,” which is also a paraphrase 
of the Te Deum, and the Christmas 
antiphon to the Venite. We cele- 
brate the cataclysmic intervention 
of God Himself in human affairs 
because we have been and are too 
weak to work out our own salva- 
tion. Hardly a hymn or carol but 
does not call this to our minds in 
some form or other. 

And secondly, in the fullness of 
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time, there is the historical event 
of the birth of a lovely Babe. Some 
of them sing this quite simply. One 
of our favorite carols, “The First 
Nowell,” simply tells this story of 
events, as does Nahum Tate’s 
“While Shepherds Watched Their 
Flocks by Night.” 


But there is also a third birth 
of the Lord of heaven and earth 
and of human souls, born into the 
form of our own selves at a precise 
point in history; and that birth is 
a continuous one in the hearts of 
those who love Him. Phillips 
Brooks caught this in Hymn 78, 
“How silently, how silently, the 
wondrous gift is given! So God 
imparts to human hearts the bless- 
ings of His heaven. No ear may 
hear His coming, but in this world 
of sin, where meek souls will re- 
ceive Him, still the dear Christ 
enters in.” The same is said in 
the refrain of Hymn 83, “O come 
to my heart, Lord Jesus. There is 
room in my heart for Thee.” Or in 
the third verse of 548, and in that 
superb Communion Hymn, 339, 
from the Greek Liturgy, which 
unites the thought of the coming 
to earth of the “King of kings, 
yet born of Mary—Lord of lords 
in human vesture, in the Body and 
the Blood” who gives His own Self 
to all the faithful “for heavenly 
Food.” The birth of this Babe, as 
a man, was once at that first Christ- 
mas in Bethlehem; but it is also 
continuous in the hearts of those 
who come to adore him in faith, and 
love, and true devotion. 


So often in the carols coming 
down from early time, there is the 
true perception of simple people. 
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There is the most amazing linking 
of Bethlehem and Calvary. But, 
after all, that is humanly true. We 
judge a man by what he has done. 
That’s the reason, is it not, why 
we so often defer honor until after 
the death of a great person. The 
plaques put up on a house where 
greatness was born, are not put up 
a week after the birth of the great 
man. In Hymn 83, this link is 
made, “Thou camest, O Lord, with 
the living word that should set thy 
people free; but with mocking 
scorn, and with crown of thorn, 
they bore Thee to Calvary.” This 
is part of the plan whereby God 
and sinners are reconciled, as in 
the first verse of “Hark, the herald 
angels sing.”

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“I Believe in. . . the Holy Catholic 
Church”

This article, reprinted from The Calvary Evangel, was written by a 
Presbyterian minister in the hills of Virginia. The editors believe it quite 
worth while. Of course, you recognise the source of the title... ? 


What picture comes to your 
mind when the word “Church” is 
mentioned? Is it a building of well 
defined architecture ?—the beauty 
of gothic arches?—the glory of 
stained glass ?—the satisfying sim- 
plicity of a Friends’ Meeting 
House’?—Is it some particular 
Church building, of little beauty in 
itself, but of lasting meaning to 
you? 

If it is not a building of which 
you think, is it an organization? Do 
you think of committees, of a 
budget, of a smoothly running ma- 
chine? When you hear the word 
“Church” do you think of finances, 
sales, suppers, “special efforts”? 

Or do you think of a fellowship 
—a fellowship of men, and women, 
and children, devoted to Jesus 
Christ ? If you think of the Church 
not as a building, not as an organi- 


zation, but as a fellowship, of what 
kind of fellowship do you think? 
Is it the fellowship of Rotary; of 
your women’s club? Is it a collec- 
tion of pious souls bent on escape? 
Is it an association of the most re- 
spectable people in the community ? 
Is membership in it “the done 
thing”? Is it a collection of those 
who, through accident of birth, 
have been associated together? In 
short, is it a fellowship which is 
the product of man’s will? Or is it 
something far more than that? 
When you repeat the words, “I 
believe in the Holy Ghost, the Holy 
Catholic Church,” what is the 
meaning of “the Holy Catholic 
Church” to you? Judging by the 
lives of most Christians, the world 
has labeled the Church the “Chris- 
tians’ Club’ —usually uninteresting 
in its meetings and with little abil-

ity either to attract or repel. At 
least in the minds of most people 
the Church is just another organi- 
zation, good in the main, but only 
for those “who like that kind of 
thing” ! 

There are at least three analogies 
in the New Testament that may 
help us to a more adequate con- 
ception of the Church. But before 
we look at the analogies, let us re- 
mind ourselves that the Church 
was the one institution founded by 
our Lord—He created it and, to- 
gether with the institution of the 
human family, He blessed it in spe- 
cial manner. Because of its incep- 
tion alone, it is a wholly different 
group from any other group on 
earth. 


One of the analogies used of the 
Church is the analogy St. Paul de- 
velops in his letters to some of the 
local churches of his day. In this 
he likens the Church to the Body 
of Christ. But what is a body for? 
What should a body do? Certainly 
one of the things a body should do 
is to give expression to the spirit. 


Think of the countless ways in 
which our bodies express our spir- 
its—in fact we have no other way 
by which to communicate with each 
other. The heartening hand-clasp 
of the cordial spirit, or the clenched 
fist of hate and fear—the glad smile 
of the outgoing spirit, or the sullen 
leer of selfishness. One purpose— 
perhaps the main purpose—of a 
body is to give expression to the 
spirit. “I would be to my God as 
a man’s hand is to a man.” 

When St. Paul likens the Church 
to Christ’s Body is he not saying 
that the function of that group 
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called “the Church” is to portray 
Christ to the world,—that when the 
world sees the Church it should 
catch some idea of Christ? Is that 
our idea of the Church? Are we 
ever aware that the corporate life 
of us Christians should be portray- 
ing to the world that Personality 
Who knew no fear, no ambition, no 
jealousy, no hate? Do we expect 
that the exclamation of those out- 
side should be, ‘‘Behold how these 
Christians love one another !”’? 


Again, St. Paul likens the Church 
to a colony. In his letter to the 
Philippians he says, “Our conver- 
sation (our citizenship) is in 
Heaven.” One recent translation 
puts it, “We are a Colony of 
Heaven.” Now a colony bears a 
very definite relationship to the 
Mother Country and by this anal- 
ogy St. Paul is saying that Heaven 
is our Mother Country—that the 
civilization, the government, the 
aims, the methods and the customs 
of Heaven should be those of the 
Church. 


Are they ? Is that the relationship 
you understand between Heaven 
and the Church? Do you feel that 
your citizenship is first of all in 
the Mother Country? Are you a 
loyal Colonial; loyal to the ways 
and ideals of your Home Land? 
Are we ever conscious of being, 
as the old hymn puts it, “. . . but 
pilgrims here; Heaven is our 
home.” ? 


If this relationship is true, the 
Church we take so easily for 
granted is something far more than 
a collection of pious souls; it is far 
more than a respectable club; far 
more than an organization to “do 
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good” in the community. It means 
that the Church is a supernatural 
society ; that our aims and methods 
are not those of this foreign land 
in which the Colony has been 
placed. It means that in the process 
of colonization, collision may be 
expected. Are we prepared, as 
members of that Colony, to be dif- 
ferent from the members of the 
Kingdom of the Prince of this 
World? What is our idea of 
Christ’s Colonial Empire? 

Then, again, the Church is lik- 
ened by Our Lord Himself to a 
fellowship where those who put 
God’s will first find a relationship 
closer than even blood relation- 
ships. “For whosoever shall do the 
will of My Father Which is in 
Heaven (the Mother Country) the 
same is My brother, and sister, and 
mother (My family).” 

A Body—a Colony—a Fellow- 
ship—such is the Church of Christ, 
and by such a picture we are 
thrilled ! And then we look about us 
to see an anemic, weak, and often 
diseased body ; a colony which has 
so compromised with the ways of 
this world that it is often impos- 
sible to tell what is colony and what 
is alien land; a fellowship so luke- 
warm, so fearful and so divided 
that even the armies of the Prince 
of this World offer a more satisfy- 
ing fellowship! 

Our Lord told us plainly that 
the good and the evil should grow 
together till the harvest; that this 
strange mixture of good and bad 
must exist side by side till the end. 
But He also demanded that the 
Church be made ready for His re- 
turn. Clearly He told His disciples 
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before He left them that the task 
of the Christian, after His Lord’s 
physical departure from His Col- 
ony, was the preparation of that 
Colony for His return. 

He is loath to come back to an 
anemic and diseased body ; He hesi- 
tates to come to a disloyal and dis- 
integrating Colony ; He will not call 
“Fellowship” that which is mere 
association. He longs for a Body, 
no matter how small, how despised, 
representing His Spirit; a Colony 
uncompromising, devoted to the ex- 
tension of the laws, the methods, 
the civilization of Heaven right 
here in an alien land; a Fellowship 
that demands that the welfare of 
the Kingdom—the Mother Coun- 
try—be put first on the part of all 
its members. 


Such a picture was in the minds 
of the men who wrote, “I believe 
in... the Holy Catholic Church.” 
“Holy” not as opposed to “secu- 
lar,” but as “set apart,” “dedicated 
to,” “for the use of.” “Catholic” 
as “universal,” “for every one.” 
“Church”—“the called out ones.” 
“The Holy Catholic Church’— 
“Those called out and set apart to 
present Christ to every one.” Those 
called out and different from those 
about them—“different” much as 
a doctor is different—“different” to 
the end that all may be different, 
The Holy Catholic Church—God’s 
gift to this age, God’s plan for this 
age, Christ’s means of expression 
in this age, a supernatural society 
as a Colony of Heaven, instituted 


by Christ Himself, a saving and ~ 


satisfying Fellowship. “I speak of 
Christ and the Church.” 
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The Flying Squad 


Twenty-seven enthusiastic and 
responsive young people, picked 
as members of the Flying Squad, 
spent a memorable week-end to- 
gether in worship, study, and fel- 
lowship at the Cathedral House, 
November 21-23. They were in 
training under Bishop Block and 
other leaders to go out in teams 
to speak to other young people in 
the Diocese on the subjects which 
were studied over the week-end. 


The four topics studied were: 
“Why Be a Christian’?, led by 
Bishop Block; “A Rule of Life”, 
led by Dean Wright; “What Can 
Young People Do, and Why”?, 
led by Rev. Walter Williams of 
St. Paul’s Church, Oakland; and 
“The Purpose of Prayer’, led by 
Rev. Henry B. Thomas of the 
Church of the Advent. Members of 
the Flying Squad gave their best 
thinking to these important and sig- 


nificant aspects of the Christian 
life. 

These young people were really 
“Dedicating Their Minds to 
Christ”, which was the sermon 
topic of Dean Wright at the 11 
o’clock service at the Cathedral 
on Sunday, attended by the Flying 
Squad in a body.

This is the 
greeting thousands of young people 
receive each Christmas-time, when 
they return to their home parishes 
from schools, colleges, and work 
away from home. Their numbers 
will be greatly increased this year 
due to the men returning from all 
branches of the military service 
and young men and women work- 
ing in defense areas away from 
their homes. This gives to the 
home parishes a splendid oppor- 
tunity to renew acquaintances and 
strengthen the ties between these 
young people and their parishes. 
It is up to the different organiza- 
tions in the home parishes to carry 
this through, and the Youth Com- 
mission urges that, between De- 
cember 28, 1941 and January 4, 
1942, every parish include in its 
program : 

1. A special:service of worship 
for young people and at least one 
social event to which the returning 
young people shall be especially 
and expressly invited. The Decem- 
ber Broadcast has a complete ser- 
vice for the Reunion Week. The 
theme is “Christ, the Light of the 
World,” and there are many sug- 
gestions for planning a special ser- 
vice. For the social event there is 
in the December Broadcast a com- 
pletely planned party for your 
parish. 


2. A personal talk between each 
young person and his rector. 


Christmas for the Migrants 


Every year thousands of Christ- 
mas gifts are distributed through- 
out the United States for the mi- 
grant families. The Christmas sea- 
son is again close at hand, and the 
planning of Christmas boxes is un- 
der way. If you live near a migrant 
community by all means serve that 
community. If there are migrant 
families in your vicinity, plan with 
them a Christmas program and 
party, at which you may distribute 
your gifts. You can work through 
local social agencies. If, however, 
your group is too far removed from 
any such community you must de- 
pend upon the Home Missions 
Council, 83 McAllister Street, to 
distribute the gifts among the fam- 
ilies with whom they work. The 
need this year is as great as ever.

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Army and Navy Commission 


Through its Army and Navy 
Commission, the Church in the Dio- 
cese of California continues to keep 
pace with the increased responsi- 
bilities and opportunities laid upon 
it by the vast defense program of 
the nation. The tremendous shift 
of masses of young men from civil- 
ian life to Army and Navy posts, 
puts new obligations upon the 
Church in this time when all of us 
feel a greater need for the spiritual 
values of life. The work of the 
Army and Navy Commission has 
not been supplanted by the estab- 
lishment of the United Service 
Organizations, whose primary re- 
sponsibility is morale. The U.S.O., 
as its name implies, is a cooperative 
plan of activity which includes such 
organizations as the Y.M.C.A., the 
Jewish Welfare Association, the 
National Catholic Welfare Asso- 
ciation, the Salvation Army and 
similar groups which do not 
officially include the Episcopal 
Church. This is not said to depre- 
cate the U.S.O. As a matter of 
fact, the writer, and many of the 
clergy of the Diocese, are members 
of the local boards of this fine 
organization. Rather we wish to 
point out that the Army and Navy 
Commission is attempting to give 
to the young men now in military 
service the continuing privileges of 
their Church. To that end, the 
work of the Commission has been 
largely through the Chaplains, and 
particularly the Chaplains of our 
own Church who represent us. 

The Field Altars supplied by the 


Army and Navy Commission are 
being used on widely scattered 
posts within the Diocesan area, and 
at least one of them saw service 
in the maneuvers which took the 
147th Field Artillery to Ft. Lewis 
in Washington. Chaplain Henry 
Praed of that regiment had been 
supplied with an Altar and was 
able to carry the Church’s minis- 
trations with his men on the long 
march. The Diocesan Altar Guild 
has rendered invaluable service to 
the Commission in preparing the 
Altars, which are completely 
equipped in every detail. 

For the young men stationed at 
Fort Ord and the Monterey Pre- 
sidio, the Commission now has a 
social center at St. James’ Church, 
Monterey. Chaplains Praed and 
Muray have cooperated in con- 
ducting services in the Church, 
and Deaconess Booz makes her 
headquarters in the living quarters, 
where she with the Chaplains, 
welcomes young men who crowd 
Monterey every day. Parents of 
young soldiers stationed in that 
vicinity are invited to use St. James’ 
Parish House as a place to meet 
with their sons. Deaconess Booz 
will welcome you there, and is 
anxious to meet all young men 
connected with the Church and | 
stationed at either of the adjoining 
Posts. 

Negotiations are under way to 
establish a similar center at San 
Miguel. Our Diocese owns a large 
centrally located lot in the little 
town, and Bishop Block has had

Bleil regularly calls at the Post 
hospital at the camp, using the in- 
troduction cards from the Army 
and Navy Commission to locate 
young men who are stationed at 
San Luis Obispo. 

An appealing request has been 
received by the Commission from 
Chaplain Emmett Jones, a clergy- 
man of our Church stationed 
aboard the United States transport 
“Tasker H. Bliss”. Books—books ! 
Aboard the crowded ship, sailing 
“blacked-out”’ at night, two or three 
weeks at sea, the problem of recre- 
ation and entertainment is most 
difficult. On his last trip westward, 
Chaplain Jones constantly received 
requests for books, requests which 
he could not satisfy because the 
transport has only a small library 
of 150 books which are reserved 
for the use of officers. The “Tasker 
H. Bliss” sailed from San Fran- 
cisco early in December, carrying 
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a small library which was hurriedly 
| collected in the Churches of the

| a month hence, we hope to supply 
| him with hundreds of books to aid 
him in his work.

A Notable Autobiography 


The many friends of the late 
Professor Fairclough among the 
readers of The Pactric CHURCH- 
MAN must all be delighted to know 
of the publication of his Autobiog- 
raphy. They knew him well when 
he was with us. This story of his 
life will bring him very vividly 
before them again. The book was 
practically finished before his la- 
mented death. Mrs. Fairclough has 
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prepared it for the press. The title 
is characteristic, chosen from Lan- 
dor’s Verses, “Warming Both 
Hands.” Professor Fairclough did 
indeed warm both hands at the fire 
of life. He was distinguished as 
scholar and administrator; he was 
an athlete, a mountain climber, a 
delightful companion. 

Coming from Canada to Stan- 
ford in its very early days, he tells 
the story of those days, of the new 
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plans, the new faculty, the new 
ambitions. The troubles, the prob- 
lems and the triumphs are deftly 
touched. The whole story of his 
distinguished academic career is 
most interestingly told. But to 
many readers, perhaps the most in- 
teresting part of the book will be 
the account of his Red Cross work 
‘first in France and Switzerland 
where his work was so outstanding 
that he was sent to Montenegro and 
put in charge of the whole great 
Red Cross enterprise. It is a thrill- 
ing story which cannot be told in a 
phrase or two. One must read the 
book. 

Of his leadership in the Church 
many who read this need not be 
told. Senior Warden of his parish, 
All Saints, Palo Alto, for many 
years, member of Diocesan Con- 
ventions, of the Council, Standing 
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Committee, and Deputy to General 
Convention, always ready to help 
in the Laymen’s Round Table, 
speaker, lay reader, his churchman- 
ship was no conventional habit but 
the expression of a deep religious 
faith. 

These words were intended to be 
only a short book review. They are 
really an inadequate tribute to one 


whom I was proud to call a friend.

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Three excellent new courses in 
Christian education have been pub- 
lished by the Cloister Press. KNow- 
ING AND Lovinc Our NEIGHBORS, 
by Katherine Smith Adams (Clois- 
ter, pupils’ and parents’ book, 60 
cents, teacher’s book, 90 cents), 
deals with the everyday life of 
second grade children. The course 
begins with our neighborhood, and 
then turns to those who help us, 
those whom we can help, and finally 
the church itself. There are many 
helpful suggestions to guide the 
teacher. It can safely be said that 
THe New TESTAMENT AND YOU, 
by Mary Chapin White (Cloister, 
pupil’s workbook, 60 cents, teach- 
er’s guide, 30 cents), is as good an 
introduction to the subject as can 
be found anywhere. It has the 
virtue of intellectual honesty, and 
youngsters who make their ap- 
proach through this course will 
never wonder if the Bible is out of 
date. But the emphasis is on con- 
tent, and the New Testament is 


seen as God’s message for today. 
The eighth grade course is JESUS 
Curist Our Lorp, by Mary Jen- 
ness (Cloister, pupil’s workbook, 
60 cents, teacher’s guide, 90 cents). 
It is intelligently and imaginatively 
conceived, and is sure to appeal to 
the age group for which it is in- 
tended. It begins with “the boy 
Jesus of Nazareth,” and then cuts 
back to the Nativity stories at 
Christmas time. Even adults would 
find this an excellent basis for study 
projects. 

When civilization is imperiled, it 
is to be expected that the founda- 
tions of its institutions will be ex- 
amined afresh in terms of their 
survival value. In THE NATURE OF 
THE Earty (Scribners, 
$2), Ernest F. Scott tells us that 
the true nature of the church is to 
be found in a proper evaluation of 
the teaching of Jesus about the 
Kingdom of God. One cannot call 


_the church an institution in the 
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sense that it is the result of a clear- 
cut idea and careful planning in 
the mind of Jesus. Rather it grew 
spontaneously out of the fellowship 
of those who surrounded Jesus 
and shared his ideas; it was not 
founded, it grew. Jesus, of course, 
gave it impetus and can thus be said 
to be its founder, but he gave no 
forethought to it. The immediacy 
of the Kingdom precluded this. 
When it became evident that the 
Kingdom of God was not to be 
superimposed on the world in the 
near future, the Church, already in 
being, got down to the business of 
providing for its own continuance 
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in a hostile world. It is one of the 
best books of the year.

For those who would know what 
is left of Jesus after modern criti- 
cism is through with him, MAN oF 
Gop, by David E. Adams ( Harpers, 
$2), gives a positive and stirring an- 
swer. “But the body of the book,” 
writes Pierson Parker, “deals with 
the Synoptic record, and the author 
finds unhistorical just about every- 
thing that contradicts his thesis. . . . 
Subjective evaluation and extreme 
scepticism would have been accept- 
able twenty years ago, but are less 
so today.” 
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Tue Famity Lives Its 
LIGION, by Regina Westcott Wie- 
mar (Harpers, $2), is a practical 
guide which tells the average fam- 
ily how to live religiously. Mrs. 
Wieman’s wide experience as 
mother and psychologist, combined 
with her deep Christian insights, 
make her eminently qualified to 
write this book. Part I provides 
the orientation, discussing how we 
can know religion, the home, and 
God when we see them. Part II 
deals with “The Creative Family,” 
and it is here that Dr. Wieman 
presents every aspect of family life 
from a practical and religious point 
of view. It is a volume which 
should be in every home which 
pretends to be Christian.

In THE RELIGIOUS FUNCTION OF 
THE IMAGINATION (Yale Univ. 
Press, $1), it is Richard Kroner’s 
thesis that the imagination is the 
primary tool of religious knowl- 
edge, being superior to the philo- 
sophical instruments of reason, 
which are concerned with processes 
and things. “The idea of God must 
be replaced by the smage of God to 
satisfy the demand suggested by 
pure reason or thought.” This book 
offers a helpful solution to the 
dilemma of reason vs. revelation so 
sharply outlined in the Barthian 
theology.

On “Youth Sunday” the young 
people of “True Sunshine Mis- 
sion” arranged and conducted a 
complete service. The following 
address was given by John Choy 
Wong, 22 years old, and the text 
was: “I will follow Thee whither- 
soever Thou goest.” 

It is my conviction that many of 
you sitting before me know more 
about Him and are closer to Him 
than I am. There are no doubts in 
my mind that it would be more 
worthwhile that I should be listen- 
ing to you rather than you to me. 

However, the task is for us, the 
Christian youth today. We are 
grateful to have the opportunity to 
do His work this hour. 

The topic today is: “Lord, I will 
follow Thee whithersoever Thou 
goest”. There are two questions 
we should ask ourselves. First, 
how can we follow him? Second, 
to where shall we follow him? 

Let us take the first question: 
How can we follow Him? The road 
to follow Him is similar to the road 


of learning. There are three stages 
in learning. First, when we want 
an education, we go to schools. 
Second, to gain knowledge we 
study and read books. And third, 
we try to apply our learning to our 
daily lives. To follow Him we have 
the same three periods. First, we 
must attend the Churches to be 
near Him. Second, to know His 
teaching we must study and read 
the Bible. And lastly, to be real 
Christians we must practice the 
Christian ideals and spirit in our 
daily lives—lwing in the presence 
of God. 

I have no experiences nor am I 
qualified to tell you best how to 
follow Him. But I would like to 
tell you how one woman is follow- 
ing Him. This woman is one of the 
greatest leaders of our day. All of 
you know her. Without her, China 
would have perished long ago. This 
woman is Madame Chang Kai- 
Shek. What is her way to follow 
Him? I quote from her book, 
“This Is Our China’. “Religion 
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is a simple thing to me. It means 
to try with all my heart and soul 
and strength and mind to do the 
will of God.” 

The second question is: To 
where shall we follow Him? The 
answer is, follow Him among the 
people, the human beings on this 
earth. All men are His children. 
Follow Him to serve, to help, to 
work for a better Christian world. 
That is the goal. 

The purpose of life is giving, not 
getting. Is giving important and 
worthwhile? Dr. Sun Yat Sen gave 
his life to the cause of freedom so 
that we may be boys and girls, men 
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and women with a country. Is giv- 
ing important and worthwhile? He 
was a true Christian. I quote again 
from Madame Chang Kai-Shek’s 
book. “The founder of China's 
vcpublic was a man of faith and 
action. He had within his soul a 
burning passion for the uplift of 
the people who toil. Beyond the 
slightest trace of doubt, he walked 
in the steps of the Master’. 
Everywhere Christians are in 
action today. American and Chi- 
nese missionaries are enduring un- 
told hardships in the interior of 
China. As good soldiers of Jesus, 
they are ging new life to the com-

Frances Young said there is a 
woeful lack of printed informa- 
tion about the Diocesan Institu- 
tion, and suggested moving pic- 
tures as a means of acquainting 
the different Parishes with work 
and needs of the institutions. 

Bishop Block addressed the 
group, giving us an insight into 
some of the Diocesan plans, and 
strongly supported Miss Young’s 
statement regarding the real need

of institution publicity through 
visual education. He urged that 
pamphlets illustrating the Church 
Institutions be prepared during the 
coming year. 

Bishop Block’s final and most 
important suggestion to the group 


concerned a Christian Social Rela- 
tions Training Class for 1942. 
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When plans are compiled we hope 
to develop a better relationship be- 
tween our Churchwomen and the 
social agencies.

Church Institutions, Army Camp 
Service, work for the Migrants 
and the War Refugees, Children’s 
Aid, work to Aid the Blind, and 
support those who devote their 
lives to the problems of Juvenile 
Delinquency and Prison Reform. 

Following is a list of our 
Church Institutions: St. Margar- 
et’s House, Church Divinity 
School, Protestant Episcopal Old 
Ladies’ Home, St. Dorothy’s Rest, 
Good Samaritan Community Cen- 
ter, Trinity Center, St. Luke’s 
Hospital, Marine Hut, Canon Kip 
Community Center, Girls’ Friendly 
Lodge, St. Andrew’s Inn and 
Maria Kip Orphanage.

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The Office of Institution

At the 8 o’clock service on No- 
vember 2, 1941, Bishop Block for- 
mally inducted the Rev. Henry B. 
Thomas into the rectorship of the 
Church of the Advent. This service, 
derived from a form utilized in 
Maryland at the time of the Revo- 
lution, is one of the most purely 
American services contained in the 
Book of Common Prayer. The ser- 
vice itself is unusual in that the 
Bishop, present in his official ca- 
pacity, neither pronounces the 
Blessing nor celebrates the Holy 
Communion. In this day of Totali- 
tarianism there is real inspiration 
in seeing a Bishop, as did Bishop 
Block, receive the Communion 
from the hands of one of his 


priests. There is also in the service 
a very definite strengthening of the 
bond which should exist between 
congregation, priest and bishop. 

Following the Office of Insti- 
tution there was a Parish break- 
fast—another Americanism—at 
which the Bishop spoke briefly, sim- 
ply and entertainingly. The whole 
early morning procedure in fact 
gave a feeling of homey-ness and 
consequent satisfaction that few 
services can give. There is no doubt 
but that this bit of Prayer Book 
ritual could and should be much 
more frequently used with re- 
sultant benefit to the Church from 
the standpoints of unity, strength 
and devotional inspiration.
